TAMMANY VS. D. B. HILL 


MORE THAN FIVE MILLIONS PAID 


An A ncient S light to C ro ker W ill Be 
Avenged By T hat C hief­ 
ta in ’s Su ccessor. 


M urphy Thro w s Do wn G au n tlet to 
H ill and th e G ag e Is 
Accepted. 


Albany, N. Y., April 18.—If the pol­ 
icy adopted by the friends of Alton B. 
Parker, at whose head stands former 
United States Senator David B. Hill, 
is carried ou t at the sessions of the 
Democratic 
state 
convention today, 
there is likely to be precipitated u pon 
the floor of the convention a battle 
royal which has not had a parallel in 
state political conventions for many 
years. 
Since the Saratoga convention of 
1900, when General Charles N. Bu lger 
of Oswego, representing Senator Hill, 
pu tting his finger almost u nder the

nose of Richard Croker, denou nced 
Tam many Hall and Its politics, Tam ­ 
many has waited as an organization to 
present its compliments to Mr. Hill, 
and althou gh it is perfectly apparent 
today that the Interests dominated by 
Mr. Hill control a large majority of 
the convention’s vote, it is a foregone 
conclu sion that su ch orators as Bou rke 
Cockran, Thomas F. Grady, Charles A. 
Towne and Victor Dowling will on the 
Bou rke Cockran of New York as Tam- 
cu se Mr. Hill of attem pting to wreck 
the party. 
These are not statem ents 
of 
mere 
su pposition, 
for 
althou gh 
Leader Charles F. Mu rphy of Tam m a­ 
ny Hall will not say a word, and al­ 
thou gh former Senator Hill is equ ally 
reticent, those who are extremely close 
to them are making definitely these 
assertions: 
First—On behalf of Mr. Hill, that 
u nless Tammany withdraws what he 
calls a u seless opposition to the in­ 
stru ction of the state delegation for 
Ju dge ~*arker, Tam many Hall will be 
practically read ou t of the convention, 
delegations in its favor ou tside of 
M anhattan refu sed a seat in the con­ 
vention and Tam many as a body not 
allowed to name a national delegate at 
large. 
Second—On behalf of Mr. Mu rphy, 
as representing Tam many Hall, that 
New York has met defeat In national 
conventions only when it has instru ct­ 
ed its delegation; that becau se of this 
fact that the party platform and pol­ 
icy are as yet vagu ely defined, it is 
u nwise to send an instru cted delega­ 
tion; 
that 
Tammany, 
casting 
the 
greatest proportion of the Democratic 
vote in the state, is entitled to name 
a delegate at large; that a Democratic 
state committee shou ld not be elected 
at this convention, bu t the m atter 
shou ld wait u ntil the fall convention, 
when state issu es are dominant. 
Mr. Mu rphy for nearly an hou r was 
in conference with Senator Hill. 
He 
presented to Mr. Hill the name of W. 
Bou rke Cockron of New York as Tam ­ 
many's candidate for delegate at large. 
It Is u nderstood that Mr. Hill immedi­ 
ately asked him to name his candidate 
for president of the United States, a 
req u est that Mr. Mu rphy parried by 
saying that Tam many had no candi­ 
date, bu t firmly believed and wou ld 
reiterate its belief in the convention 
today and at the national convention 
at St. Lou is, that it shou ld not be com­ 
pelled to name Its candidate or be in­ 
stru cted for any particu lar candidate 
u ntil the platform was agreed u pon 
and a proper man fou nd who wou ld be 
in accord with its Issu es. 
To this Senator Hill replied that it 
mu st be perfectly apparent to Mr. 
Mu rphy that almost two-thirds of the 
delegates to today’s convention are In 
favor of instru cting for Ju dge Parker 
and that Tam m any shou ld therefore 
gracefu lly accede to the majority de­ 
mand. If it did not, Mr. Hill is qu oted 
as saying, then Tam many mu st take 
the consequ ences of its opposition be­ 
cau se the delegates at large mu st not 
Inclu de any man who might on the 
floor of the national convention repu ­ 
diate the u nit ru le as adopted for in­ 
stru ction by the state convention. 
When Mr. Mu rphy left Senator Hill’s 
headq u arters he was asked whether 
he wou ld make a statem ent. 
This he 
positively declined to do. 
Senator Hill 
when seen said that so far as he u n­ 
derstood the m atter Tam many was 
prepared to take the fight to the floor 
of the convention. 
He saw no objec­

ments to offices (with possibly the ex­ 
ception of a few minor ones) be made 
from the ranks of the bolting Democ­ 
racy. 
Third—To the more than 6,000,000 
members of the regu lar Democracy it 
is proposed to issu e the common stock 
of the new party. 
This stock will en­ 
title the holder to take part in all 
parades; to hu rrah for the nominees;

the polls; and to vote on said day for 
the candidates who have been select­ 
ed or nominated by the holders of the 
preferred stock. 
W hile it may seem at first sight as 
if the Wall street financiers and the 
bolting Democracy were to receive 
most of the benefits to be derived 
from said proposed conkbination, still 
it mu st be remembered that in case of 
victory the holders of the common

The m onetary loss will not ex ­ 
ceed $2,000, as the fire was confined 
to the basement. 
It was the d ense 
smoke which filled the entire bu ild ing 
which cau sed a panic which might 
hav e been far more seriou s bu t for the 
self-possession of the phy sicians and 
nu rses. 
At the same hou r fire practically 
gu tted the Occid ental hotel, corner of 
W ashington and Illinois streets, en­ 
tailing a loss of near $5 0,000. 
Fortu ­ 
nately there was no loss of life, the 
gu ests escaping safely , thou gh most 
of them lost all their belongings sav e 
the scanty attire in which they mad e 
their escape. 
The nre was one of the 
most spectacu lar that has v isited the 
city for some time, and there were 
many thrilling escapes.
